CurtlRS flying boat. This flying boat 
la adapted for use us an aeroplane, but 
IB said to be a stanch and seaworthy 
boat as well. 
In ordlpnry practice it 


Tvtll be run in such a way as to skim 
the surface of the water or to fly a 
short distance above It, thus eliminat- 
ing many of the dangers both of Hying 
•and of high speed boating. The pro- 
peller Is located at the bow of the boat 
and pulls the machine along Instead of 
driving it 
In this position the pro- 


peller drives the air blast through the 
Tadiator. making it possible to keep 
the engines cool for hours when the 
boat la running at slow speed on the 
•water. 
The hull differs from that of 


the standard type In baring a V sluip- 
«d bottom, a feature designed to mnlce 
It a smooth riding craft in choppy sens. 
Seats will be provided In the cockpit 
for four pasengers. while the front 
sent will give room for the driver and 
one passenger. an arrangement similar 
to that of the four passenger automo- 
bile. As a matter of safety the control 
Is arranged BO that either of the occu- 
pants of the front seat can handle the 
machine.

'Serious Call" to be the "finest piece 
of hortatory theology in any language." 
Law's masterpiece has also been high, 
ly praised not only by Wesley and 
Whltefleld, but even by such avowed 
enemies of Christian orthodoxy as Gib- 
bon and the late Sir Leslie Stephen.—

Brasses and Bronze* of the Hindus. 
The brass and bronze trade is kept 


alive by the religious customs of the 
Hindus, who are not allowed to 'use 
wooden and earthenware vessels free- 
ly, and brass and bronze are to them 
as important as glass and chlnn to the 
westerners. Almost all Hindu utensils 
are of bra&s, copper or bronze, and it is 
the custom to present the female por- 
tion of a Hindu family with a valuable 
butturie de cuisine, made either qf 
brass or copper, and a still existing 
Uindu ceremony is that of carrying the 
uteiisilM iu a procession at the wedding 
The result of this custom is that al- 
most all the platters, trays, bowls, uut- 
crackers and all brass nud copper uten- 
sils are most beautifully ornamented, 
and there are lonely combinations of 
brass and coppeer and silver and cop- 
per.

IN CRIME 3 T01 


Unmarried Criminals Far Out- 


number Married Ones. 


TffREE-FOURTHS UNDER 30, 


Statistic* Show That Married Man At- 


temp* Suicide More Frequently Than 
Unmarried 
One*—Single 
Women 


Criminal* More Numerous. 


New York.—Many more unmarried 


than married men commit crimes, ac- 
cording to the report of Henry D. 
Snyer, chief clerk of the district attor- 
ney's office. 
The report shows that ii. j 


1912 there were 789 convictions of 
married men In general sessions and 
In the criminal branch of the supreme 
court and that there were i'.OGS convic- 
tions of unmarried men. There were 
GO convictions of married women and 
100 convictions of unmarried women. 


Records show that in the last nine 


years there hare been 1S.400 convic- 
tions of unmarried men, while among 
men who had at some time led a bride 
to the altar there were but 7,GTO con- 
victions. The unmarried men excel in 
almost every crime on the calendar. 
The most notable exception is in the 
case of attempted suicide. Last year 
the ratio was three married men to 
one unmarried. 


The report also shows that about 


three-fourths of the men who are 
brought into court are under thirty 
years of age. 
Of the 2,857 men con- 


victed last year 940 were under the 
age of twenty and 1,278 were between 
twenty-one and thirty years old. Aft- 
er the age of thirty the ratio gradually 
decreases, there being but five men 
over seventy who last year were con- 
victed of any crime. 
Out of 20.070 


persons convicted in thfe last nine 
years 11.052 were between" the ages of 
twenty-one and thirty and S.293 were 
between fifteen and twenty years. 


Among the -women' two-tbrids of 


those convicted were under thirty. 
It 


is also apparent from the report that 
in the last nine years there has been 
a gradual increase in the number of 
young men of criminal tendencies, the 
number o,f convictions of male crimi- 
nals under the age of thirty having in- 
creased from 1.700 in 1904 to 2.200 in 
1912. 
On the other hand, the number 


of convictions of men over the age 
of thirty has remained about station- 
ary. 


The report shows that the office dis- 


posed of 6.(!51 actions during the year. 
There were 3.023 convictions in gen- 
eral sessions and the supreme court, 
of which 2.383 were upon pleas of 
guilty and 040 upon verdicts after 
trial. 
There were 321 trials that re- 


sulted In acquittal. 


There were more convictions for 


murder in the first degree than in any 
other year in the history of the coun- 
ty. 
Thirteen persons were convicted 


of first degree murder, while the high- 
est number appearing in the records 
of other years is eight. It is also wor- 
thy of note that for the first time on 
record in this county four men were 
jointly tried and each found guilty of 
murder in the first degree. 


The average sentence imposed wns 


five years and six months, and the 
total state prison terms amounted to 
3.091 years. 
Tbe longest 
sentences 


were for burglary in the first degree. 
There lias been a gradual Increase In 
the length of sentences Imposed since 
1904. when the average was four years 
and six months. The most frequent 
crime was grand larceny, with 
OGO 


convictions. Xest came burglary, with 
492 -convictions.

three changes of clothes, a dressing 
yown a light shawl, slippers, many 
clean handkerchiefs.

attached is a godsend—next to it a 
bathroom 
easily reached.

either, a washstand fully furnished is 
necessary also an alcohol or oil stove 
for hot water. — Harper'a Household 
Handbook.

PLAN TO ABANDON 


CONVICT LEASING 


Three Presidents of Great 


Railroads Deeply Concern- 
ed Over Proposed Strike 
of Trainmen. 


Birmingham, Ala.-With the purpoM 


of taking all of the thousands of Ala- 
bama convicts out of the mine*, lum- 
ber mills aud turpentine camps a state 
wide movement to abolish tbe obnox- 
ious lease system 14 iu progress, partic- 
ipated In by the beat element of clti- 
xeuship in tbe stale. At a great tnass 
meeting addresses were made picturing 
tbe greed, graft and cruelty of the sys- 
tem, and announcement was made that 
it would be a flght to a finish between 
tbe state's humanitarian spirit on the 
one side and corporations and profes- 
sional politicians on the other. 


The spirit of the movement was em- 


bodied In tbe question "Shall we send 
the man who has served his sentence 
back home a better citizen or drive him 
to slavery and criminal mania?" ' 


Instances were cited where men had 


been sentenced to long terras at mine 
labor for shooting craps, neglecting to 
work on the roada and stealing tides on 
trains. 


Mrs. Julia Tutwller. noted for her 


""work for prison reform in the south, 


•out a message of Indorsement. In 
which she pleaded for night schools 
for convicts, humane hygienic condi- 
tions and other reforms tending to 
make the life of the man In stripes en- 
durable. 


An executive committee was appoint- 


ed to carry tbe flght into all of the six- 
ty-seven counties of the state and pave 
the way for a deciding battle in the 
nt-Tt legislature. 
Captain Frank "9. 


White of Birmingham, former chair- 
man of the Democratic state executive 
committee and for years general coun- 
sel of the mine workers of Alabama, 
was made chairman of the committee. 
Twenty other representative men of 
influence throughout the state will help 
in a whirlwind campaign. In addition 
each county will bave a strong commit 


For years there has been taJk of ugly 


treatment of tbe convicts in the mines, 
lumber camps and turpentine mills. In 
half a dozen or more explosions in coal 
mines within a few years a -hundred or 
more convicts had been killed. But no- 
body seemed to worry over their fnte, 


Tlie state leases about a thousand 


convicts to several large coal mining 
nud lumber industries and nets from it 
over balf a million dollars a year affer 
feeding, clothing and guarding the 
men.
